Other: In regards to amended Independent Claim 18, Applicant unpersuasively argues (see p. 14 of the amendment) 
that Therefore, according to the teachings of Richardson, multiple users may access a single desktop at the same time. In contrast, 
claim 18 recites providing each computing device an emulation of a desktop configuration belonging to that specific computing device." 
Examiner finds that Applicant has misinterpreted Richardson, which teaches (see p.34, Thin Clients") which compares VNC to X- 
Windows. X-Windows is a GUI for UNIX, which is a multi-user operating system that inherently reads upon the amendment made to 
Claim 18.
